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REMINISCENCE  OF  COEBURN  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Back  in  1906,  the  town  of  Coeburn  had  its  first 
high  school.  It  was  a two-story  frame  building,  with 
six  rooms  and  an  auditorium.  At  first  the  school  was 
known  as  a college,  which  accounts  for  the  fact  that 
many  older  folks  speak  of  the  "hill"  as  "College 
Hill."  Later  in  1907,  it  became  an  accredited  high 
school.  J.  N.  Dunivin  was  the  first  principal.  From 
1907-1909,  G.  Milton  Elam  served  as  principal. 

In  1913,  the  new  building,  which  is  the  present 
one,  was  erected.  This  was  the  grade  building  and 
the  old  building  served  as  the  high  school  department . 
In  1927,  the  old  frame  building  was  completely  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  It  was  discovered  around  three 
o’clock  one  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  winter.  The 
blazes  had  swept  so  swiftly  through  the  building  that 
it  was  impossible  to  save  anything  in  it.  One  of  our 
present  teachers,  who  was  a high  school  student  at 
that  time,  recalls  having  begged  so  desperately  to  go 
into  the  building  to  get  the  first  standard  blue  and 
white  basketball  uniforms  which  were  new  then. 

In  the  early  1900’s,  baseball  was  the  only  sport 
and  "wo  had  a team  that  could  beat  almost  any  of 
’em"— to  quote  L.  N,  Hillman,  who  was  kind  enough  to 
give  these  facts  for  the  REFLECTOR.  Soon  basketball 
began  and  then  in  1922  football  began.  A coach  from 
Bristol  was  secured  to  coach  the  boys  one  day  a month. 

The  graduating  class  of  1909,  which  was  the 
first  one,  had  four  members.  They  were  L.  N.  Hillman, 
E.  J.  Fraley,  Oda  Gibson,  now  Mrs.  Robbins,  and  Mabel 
Clay,  now  Mrs.  Miller.  L.  N.  Hillman  was  president 
of  the  class  and  Mabel  Clay,  vice  president.  The  to- 
tal expenses  of  the  first  graduating  class  were  sixty 
cents.  This  money  was  spent  for  ribbon  on  the  di- 
plomas. The  class  colors  were  blue  and  white  and  have 
survived  as  the  school  colors  down  to  the  present  day. 

Spelling  bees  were  quite  popular  along  with  de- 
bates and  orations.  Each  school  in  the  county  com- 
peted with  the  others.  Some  students  were  even  en- 
tered in  the  state  finals. 

The  largest  class  ever  to  graduate  from  Coeburn 
High  was  in  1925;  there  wore  fifty- two  members.  The 
class  of  ’43  had  57  members  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year,  but  many  of  them  were  called  into  the 
Armed  Forces  and  were  unable  to  complete  their  high 
school  education. 
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We  hope  you  will  like  our  annual.  In  pub- 
lishing it,  we,  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
of  ’45,  have  endeavored  to  fill  an  often  ex- 
pressed wish  for  "something  to  keep  and  remem- 
ber" from  our  high  school  days.  We  have  in  the 
following  pages  tried  to  picture  and  record 
some  of  our  various  activities  and  achievements. 
We  have  made  errors  unintentionally,  we  know,  but 
we  have  been  most  sincere  in  our  efforts.  May 
you  find  real  pleasure  and  fond  remembrances  in 
the  following  pages.  If  so,  then  our  efforts 
will  not  have  been  in  vain. 

The  Class  of  ’45  wish  to  express  their 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  faculty  and  the  members 
of  the  student  body  who  have  been  most  coopera- 
tive in  making  possible  the  publication  of  this,

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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


Tho  history  of  the  class  of  ’45  begins  back  in 
1940.  There  were  over  a hundred  of  us.  They  called 
us  Sub-Freshmen  because  we  were  "greenhorns" — not 
quite  in  high  school; 

Then  September,  1941  came.  A High  School  stu- 
dent at  last.  Gee  l They  called  us  Freshmen  because 
wo  were  "greenhorns"  in  High  School  now.  Mrs.  Madge 
Gulley  and  Mr.  Carl  McConnell  were  our  home  room 
teachers.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the 
Hobo  Party  on  February  14;  wo  had  a great  deal  of  fun. 

The  next  year,  1942,  wo  were  Sophomores.  Our 
home  room  teachers  were  Miss  Audrey  Hardin  and  Miss 
Anna  Belle  Kilgore.  It  was  during  this  year  that  the 
"Big  Five"  originated.  Members  of  our  class  playod 
basketball  on  the  second  team,  and  the  football  team 
won  the  championship.  Several  .of  the  Sophomores 
attended  the  Football  Banquet. 

September  1,  1943.  Juniors  l We  felt  twice  as 
important  as  we  did  when  we  we re  Freshmen,  And 
that’s  saying  a loti  Miss  Thompson  was  our  home  room 
teacher. 

This  year  wo  gave  the  Seniors  a Kid  Party, 
Yvonne  Xilgoro  won  tho  prize  for  the  most  appropriate 
costume.  It  was  a successful  year  in  basketball;  wc 
won  four  out  of  six  games.  Some  members  of  our  class 
wore  in  "Aunt  Samanthy  Rules  The  Roost"  which  was 
presented  by  the  Dramatic  Club.  We  decorated  the 
stage  for  Commencement,  sang  at  the  Baccalaureate 
Sermon,  and  ushered  at  Commencement, 

Our  Senior  year  began  on  September  3,  1944,  We 
had  voted  to  have  Miss  Thompson  for  our  heme  room 
teacher  again  and  are  surely  glad  that  she  is.  Dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  school  we  elected  the 
following  class  officers:  President,  Bobby  Klepper; 
Vice  President,  Everetto  Horne;  Secretary,  Betty 
Quillen;  and  Treasurer,  Jo  Counts.  When  Everette  was 
called  to  the  Navy,  we  made  him  honorary  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  elected  Evelyn  Grimm  to  take  his  place.  We 
elected  Mrs.  Theodore  Porter  for  our  home  room  mother. 
She  has  been  wonderful  and  we  are  truly  grateful 
for  everything  she  has  done  for  us. 
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We  chose  for  our  motto:  "Nothing  is  impossible, 
but  some  things  take  a little  longer;"  for  our 
flower,  the  rose;  and  for  our  colors,  blue  and  white. 

We  have  labored  all  those  many  years,  but  at 
last  we  have  been  rewarded  in  one  way  at  least.  We 
have  taken  our  last  examination  in  high  school.  Evi- 
dence of  the  work  done  is  shown  in  the  grades  of  Jul- 
ius Hayes  and  Betty  Quillen.  Julius'  average  is 
96.36,  the  highest  average  of  anyone  who  has  ever  at- 
tended this  school.  Betty's  average  is  96.22. 

Wo  have  had  some  very  nice  parties  this  year. 
The  Juniors  gave  us  a formal  dance.  It  was  wonder- 
full  Everybody  was  so  dressed  up.  Wo  returned  their 
party  by  giving  them  a formal  banquet  and  a dance 
afterwards.  Prior  to  those  parties  we  had  had  a 
Sadie  Hawkin' s Day  party,  at  which  Paul  Carico  and 
Lois  Easterling  won  the  prizes  for  the  persons  most 
authentically  dressed  in  "Dogpatch"  style. 

After  its  absence  of  a year,  we  had  football 
this  year.  Several  of  the  members  of  our  class 
played  on  the  team;  many  boys  and  girls  also  took  an 
active  part  in  basketball.  Elizabeth  Thomas  was  the 
high-point  girl,  and  Paul  Carico  was  the  high-point 
boy. 

One  of  the  things  that  has  dimmed  our  lives  this 
year  was  the  going  away  of  Everctte  Horne,  Vernon 
Lawson,  and  Curtis  Dingus.  Curtis  and  Vernon  went 
into  the  Army;  Everctte  went  into  the  Navy.  We  have 
missed  them  and  other  members  of  our  class  of  previous 
years,  who  have  gone  into  the  service  of  their 
country. 

Wo  are  now  nearing  the  end  of  our  high  school 
days.  We  can  truly  say  wo  are  proud  that  our  trudgo 
to  the  top  has  been  successful  and  that  it  is  about 
to  be  completed.  All  of  the  seemingly  unimportant 
incidents'  told  in  this  history  will  be  treasured 
memories  of  ours  in  the  years  to  come.  The  follow- 
ing quotation  may  express  our  feeling  and  deep  ap- 
preciation to  our  teachers  and  our  principal:  "You 
are  a part  of  all  you  have  met."  We  feel  that  our 
principal  and  each  teacher  has  contributed  a share  in 
developing  the  students  of  this  class  mentally, 
physically,  socially,  and  spiritually.

Sam  didn’t  get  any 
farther  than  across  the  street,  whore  he  gives  first- 
class  haircuts. 

Where  did  Isabelle  McRcynolds  land?  Oh,  there 
she  is,  and  there  is  Lois  McRcynolds  and  Lois  Jordan. 
They  must  have  taken  back  their  insoparablcncss  from 
Frances  Parduc  and  Frances  Ycary  because  they  'arc 
gossiping  o'  cr  the  back  fence.  They  are  married,  of 
course,  and  live  in  California. 

Madeline  Hutchinson  realized  her  ambition  and 
changed  her  name  to  Mrs.  William  Patterson.  Ruby  Leo 
Herbert  is  still  Ruby  Lee  Hclbert,  Bible  teacher  in 
Cocburn  High  School.
